With the new towers “the men 
can take three or four jumps a 
morning, an impossibility if they 
had to be flown every time,” says 
Captain R. E, L. Lindquist, plans 
and training officer of the just-cre- 
ated provisional parachute group. 

Controlled Descents. 

One of the towers is for con- 
trolled descents, just like the 
World’s Fair attraction. 

With ‘chutes billowed above 
them, recruits are hauled 250 feet 
to the top in a seat.

'take up the shock of landing. 


'Once he is accustomed to height 
| perspective and the sensation of 
| dropping, the soldier transfers to

| without the benefit of. absorbers 
to learn how to reflex his legs and 
| body. 

| That step completed, the recruit 
‘is suspended horizontally from his 
chute straps and hauled 150 feet 
into the air. That is the position 
‘when he drops from a transport 
plane. Face downward, the sol- 
dier pulls a cord, drops 15 feet and 
‘is suddenly pulled up just as 
though a chute had snapped .open 
above him. This gives him the 
body jerk he would get normally 
‘In a real jump. 

| Second Step. 

| The first training phase com- 
pleted, the soldier transfers to the 
second tower, where he is hoisted 
ithe full 250 feet and dropped, his 
"chute descending with no control 
‘except what he can exert through 


‘the shroud lines. A short practice | 


.at this and the soldier is ready for 
ithe biggest hurdle—psychological- 
‘ly at least—of stepping from a 
noisy plane cabin into the blasting 
‘slipstream 2,000 feet above the 
|'ground. 

| But he isn’t an Army parachut- 
‘ist until he can dive out at 700 
feet with a pistol and pack full 
‘of grenades, land safely on his 
feet, grab machineguns or other 
weapons dropped by other ‘chutes 
‘and be ready to fight within a 
‘minute. 
. Must Be Young. 

| There’s no dearth of candidates 
for parachute battalions, Captain 
Lindquist says. All are volunteers 
and they have to be young, agile 
and athletically inclined. The 
parachute soldier can’t be over 31 
years old, 185 pounds or six feet 
two inches. And. he must 
single.

Action of the Atlanta Federation of Trades, 
in pledging there shall be no strikes here dur- 
ing the national emergency, points the way by 
which organized labor in America can become 
the leading factor in creating national unity. 

At the same time the American Federation 
of Labor issued orders directing all affiliated 
unions to refrain from striking against de- 
fense industries until all possibilities of media- 
tion have been exhausted. 

President Roosevelt, in his Tuesday night 
speech, flatly declared no work stoppages in 
defense industry can be permitted, whether 
caused by disputes between “capital and capi- 
tal, labor and labor, or capital and labor.” How- 
ever, in a special press conference on Wednes- 
day, he said no new steps to enforce this de- 
termination were contemplated “at this time.” 

Many have construed the words of the 
President as a warning to organized labor. This 
may be so, but in any event they present or- 
ganized labor with an opportunity for a dis- 
play of patriotism and unity which has rarely 
been offered to any group or groups. 

Strikes and work stoppages due to disputes 
have been the most tragic feature of the Ameri- 
can defense effort so far. Incalculable time 
has been lost, already. The time lost may 
well preve, in the final outcome of the struggle 
against Naziism, to have caused many Ameri- 
can deaths and untold cost. 

There have been accusations, strongly sup- 
ported by circumstantial evidence, that many 
of the strikes have been the result of subver- 
sive agitators, agents for the Axis dictator- 


ships, who have wormed their way into labor 
organizations and have engineered the strikes 
for the sole purpose of aiding the Hitler cause. 

On the other hand there is good ground for 
believing that a few executives of large plants 
have held Fascist beliefs and tendencies suf- 
ficiently strong to induce them to aggravate, 
or at least not disapprove, walkouts in their 
own plants. 

Labor, however, need have no fear of such 
tendencies on the part of any individual in- 
dustry. For the government has _ provided 
mediation boards to settle all differences. The 


'administration is notoriously friendly to labor, 


-so much so there need be no fear that any 
‘decision by a government-backed mediation 
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‘ment. 


board will work any great injustice against the

Labor is presented with magnificent oppor- 


‘tunity to prove, for all time, that it is activated 
‘py loyal American motives, rather than by

The American Federation of Labor has al- 
ready spoken. It is now up to the CIO to take 


similar action. Let both great factions forget

The real foe of either is not the other. 
Nor is it management. There is only one foe 
for all Americans today. That is Nazi Ger- 
many. :

He pointed out that crippling of such a 
plant could be as important a victory for the 
enemy as the sinking of a warship or the de- 
struction of a fort. 

He warned the channels through which the 
enemy might attack this fighting unit. Through 
the sowing of seeds of dissension between 
worker and worker, between workers and man- 
agement.

quality of products. He called for utmost vigi- 
lance in guarding against sand in machine 
bearings and such forms of sabotage. 

In conclusion, the letter read: 

“This company pledges to you and each of 
you to do its full duty to our country and to 
you. 

“It expects with full confidence and faith 
that you will do yours to your country to your 
company and to each other.” 

If the spirit expressed in this letter from an 
Atlanta executive to the employes of the com- 
pany he heads is but reflected by all American 
industry and by all Americans, the full emerg- 
ency which the nation now faces need cause 
no fear nor alarm. For with such a spirit 
America is impregnable and unbeatable,

to send these children, many of whom are 
from the families of the poor, to rest hospitals 
in qujeter sections of England and Scotland. 

Tonight Atlanta will attempt to raise a 
large amount of money through the medium 
of a huge bridge party at the Piedmont Driv- 
ing Club. It is open to the public. Tickets 
may be purchased at British Relief headquar- 
ters on Peachtree street. The tickets are a 
dollar each and those who buy them are in- 
formed that each dollar will keep a child in 
the rest hospital for one week. 

It is doubtful if out of the war has come a 
single appeal which is as strong as this one. 
The people of London and other seaport cities 
have been subjected to severe and pitiless 
bombardment. The crowded sections of the 
industrial cities have been razed. Several 
thousand children have suffered nervous break- 
downs from the shock of concussion and from 
the almost constant strain of being bombarded. 

There are many parents who are dead and 
others who do not have funds with which to 
send their children to the hospitals. It is for 
these, the helpless ones, the appeal is being 
made.

AFTER THE SPEECH WASHINGTON, May 29.—In his his- 


toric message to the nation, the Presi- 
dent left some things unsaid. He did not tell the people “I am 
ready to order the Atlantic fleet into action to clear the sea lanes 
to Britain.” He did not tell the people “I am ready, if necessary, 
to order preventive occupation of the Atlantic islands and Dakar.” 
And he did not tell the people “By evey practical test, we are now 
at war.” 

Yet, although he did not say these things in so many words, 
there is no room for doubt that he meant them. Events with their 
remorseless logic have long called on him to take the great de- 
cision. His speech was the solemn utterance of a man who had 
accepted the logic of events and faced the consequences. And the 
men close to him, who have seen him groping towards his choice, 
are unanimous in believing that the great decision has been taken, 
once and for all, for better or for worse. 


PAIN AND HEART-SEARCHING The great decision was 

not taken easily or light- 
ly. It could not be. Even the Roosevelt of eight years ago, who 
so gaily rode the tempest in the spring of 1933, would hardly have 
reached such a decision without much pain and heart-searching. 
The Roosevelt of today is a much mellower, wiser and more cautious 
man, worn by a gruelling term of office, and taught by harsh ex- 
perience to consider risks the Roosevelt of 1933 would scarcely Nave 
imagined. Before he could settle his own and his country’s fate, 
the President naturally passed through a period of agonizing un- 
certainty. 

The whole story will not be told for many years, but even now 
some details are known that give an inkling of the atmosphere of 
the White House iin this last month. It is known, for example, 
that a fortnight ago, when the speech was first scheduled, he had 
not made up his mind. Despite the widespread assertions to the 
contrary, he then planned merely to “clarify” the national situa- 
tion without indicating lines of action to be followed. It is known 
also that only a week ago, when he first tackled the task of draft- 
ing his speech, he was so hesitant to commit himself that Secretary 
of State Cordell Hull warned him he had better not speak at all 
than say too little. 

Three influences appear to have helped the President reach his 
decision in the end. First, the progress of the war plainly dic- 
tated prompt American intervention. Second, when the President’s 
speeclt was deferred, it somehow crystallized public feeling. He 
received word from all over the United States of a desperate im- 
patience to hear what he had to say. This was interpreted for him 
by men who have been traveling through the country, studying 
opinion, as meaning that the great majority of the people were 
anxious to take their lead from him. And third, and most impor- 
tant, the wisest and ablest men in State, War and Navy Depart- 
ments daily told him, in the strongest terms, that he must act now 
or not at all. 

His advisers’ argument brought him face to face with his dilem-= 
ma. If he acted, he could not avoid the risk of opposition from 
an intensely vocal, unrelentingly busy minority. But if he failed 
to act, he ran the far greater risk of seeing his policy frustrated, 
his own career crowned with tragic failure, and the country over- 
whelmed by a terrible catastrophe. He had only one possible 
choice when the alternatives were presented in these terms. 

Few speeches have been

more the President’s own 


than the message telling of the choice he made. Of course, there 
were the usual palace controversies over what the President was 
to say. The most serious was between the few remaining ex- 
ponents of caution and the faction led by the chief officials of the 
War and Navy Departments, who would have liked to hear the 
President make even more explicit the things he left to be partly 
inferred. There was also a minor tug-of-war over the labor para- 
graphs of his speech. Firm and clear as his declaration of labor 
policy was, it would have been even tougher in tone if he had not 


"made certain trivial concessions to satisfy representatives of the 


New Deal and the labor groups. 

Of course, there were also the usual amanuenses. Harry L. 
The playright, 
Robert Sherwood, is reported to have concocted certain purple 
passages. The oldest of the President’s literary collaborators, Judge 
Samuel I. Rosenman, was admitted on hand to help, as he always 
is when there is something important to be said. But the President 
himself settled the controversies in his own way, and wrote the 
final draft of his speech in his own language. On Tuesday night 
it was he who spoke, and no one else:

England cannot collect taxes from Canadians. 

In short, Canada is a free nation, as ours is, and that is equally 
true of the others. 

Most of them were settled and developed by Englishmen, who 
are proud of their connection with England. They know their 
safety depends upon England’s fleet, and so they regard an attack 
upon England as an attack upon themselves. 


England has great investments in all of these countries, but 
she has no more control over them than she has over similar 
investments in the United States. 


If England “owned” Eire, would she permit DeValera to deny 
her the bases that are almost vital to her safety? | 
_ If she “owned” India, would she permit the natives to levy an 
import tax to penalize English goads? Would she meekly accept 
India’s refusal to co-operate in prosecuting the war?

CHICAGO, May 29.—(2)—The Chicago White Sox, battling 
‘to defend their slender hold on second place in the American 
League, signed Outfielder Ben Chapman today shortly after 
selling Larry Rosenthal, another outfielder, to the league-leading 
Cleveland Indians. 

Chapman, recently released by Washington, went to the Sena- 
tors from Cleveland in a deal last winter. He started his major 
league career in 1930 as an infielder with the New York Yankees 
and was shifted to the outfield two years later. He also has played 
with the Boston Red Sox. 

Rosenthal started with the White Sox in 1936, serving largely 
as a utility outfielder. He developed a reputation as a brilliant 
fielder, but an uncertain hitter. His .301 in 107 games last year 
was his best mark with the Sox. 

Cleveland sent Outfielder Murray Howell back to Baltimore, 
of the Internatignal League, to make room on the roster for 
Rosenthal. é 

Both the Rosenthal and Howell deals were on a straight cash 
basis, the club announced. 

Howell, right-handed hitter who was the International League 
batting champion in 1940 with .362, started auspiciously at the 
season’s beginning to fill the Indians’ crying need for a good 
pinch-hitter, but has bogged down to .286 for seven at-bats.

May Aid Pilots 


Bullet-Proof Protector 
Offshoot of Tests in 
Paper Plant.

BOSARIO, Argentina, May 29.— 
Far up the Parana river, toward 
the Argentine-Paraguay border, 
are great stands of bamboo. 

In the fields around Rosario 
are vast piles of waste wheat 
straw. Up in the hill country are 
deposits of beryllium. 


Using these three chief mate- 
rials, plus a few others, scientists 
and engineers have created a 
chemical industry at Rosario that 
may save the lives of American 
and British aviators. 


In addition, this development is 
producing materials to purify 
drinking water, manufacture soap, 
bleach textiles, kill microbes and 
make paper. Papermaking was 
originally the chief object of the 
plant. Now a modern offshoot is 
the purification of beryllium fory 
the purpose of making light- 
weight, bullet-proof chest protec- 
tors for military aviators. 


Japan Interested. 

Nobody knows yet whether such 
beryllium products are possible or 
practical. But Japan is definitely 
in the market for Argentine beryl- 


| lium, and that is accepted here as 


sufficient proof. 


Part of this process began at 
Rosario 12 years ago with the 
development of a paper mill. In 
most parts of the world, paper is 
made from wood, but Argentina 
has little good wood and the im- 
ported material is highly expen- 


sive. 


Instead, the Argentines turned 
to wheat straw. “After all,” they 
said, “paper is nothing but cellu- 
lose. Wood pulp is merely cellu- 
lose. There is also a lot of cellu- 
lose in wheat straw. Let’s use that 
in place of trees.” 

They started with wheat straw 
and made paper out of it, but it 
was fragile and _ delicate, it 
couldn’t be folded, and went all 
to pieces at the slightest touch of 
moisture. The scientists found they 
could cure these evils by mixing 
their wheat straw with wood pulp, 
but they were trying to avoid 
wood. Instead, they turned to 
bamboo. 

Huge Bamboo Rafts. 

Bamboo fibers, they found, 
could be mixed with the wheat 
Straw t» give an excellent grade 
of paper. There were plenty 
bamboo trees growing up the Pa- 
rana river. 

Today, great bamboo logs — as 
thick as a telephone pole 


‘and as tall as a house—are cut 


upstream and floated down here 
to Rosario in huge rafts. The pa- 
per business is considered. highly 
successful. 

However, in addition to these 
two raw- materials, the scientists 
had to have large amounts of 
chemicals to clean and bleach the 
crude pulp. These chemicals — 
caustic soda, chlorine substances 
and others—could be imported, 
but Argentina was trying to avoid 
unnecessary imports. A chemical 
plant was quickly incorporated 
into the paper mill. 

Starting with rock-salt from 
Argentine mines and nitrogen 
from the air, this plant is now 
producing a vast array of chemi- 
cals. Many of them are used in 
the manufacture of paper, Others 
—excess or by-product materials 
—are being used in different Ar- 
gentine industries, 

This part of the picture was 
examined here by a group of 
North American industrial scien-— 
tists visiting South America un- 
der the auspices of the National 
Research Council. These men 
found the plant thoroughly mod- 
ern and efficient, operating large- 
ly under the direction of duPont 
and England’s imperial chemical 
industries. 

By-Product Used. 

One of these by-products, they 
discovered, is making possible the 
manufacture of beryllium—for 
military or whatever other use 
may be indicated. 

This by-product is hydrochloric 
acid. Every few days, a shipment 
of it is carted across a field from 
the paper-and-chemical plant to 
a near-by factory. This second 
factory has no connections with 
duPont or the I. C. I. It is being 
operated by French and Italian 
engineers, working on a small 
scale with limited finances. 

Beryllium is brought into this 
plant in the form of crude beryl 
ore. It is first heat-treated, ac- 
cording to a secret formula, then 
mixed with the hydrochloric acid, 
dissolved, and put through a 
series of manipulations which fi- 
nally yields small, powdery 
brickettes of beryllium carbonate, 

New Plant Started. 

The beryllium factory is not 
running smoothly. Breakdowns 
have been frequent. The atmos- 
phere reeks with escaping 82

- U. S. Scientists Studying 

1| Fever Outbreak in 
Central Africa. 

By MILTON SILVERMAN.

RIO DE JANEIRO, May ‘—(By 
Air Mail)—Nailed to the wall of 
a great laboratory here is a huge 
map of the world, studded with 
little pins—round and square, red 
and blue and yellow and green, 
Each pin marks the spot where 
yellow fever has occurred in the 
past—often in ghastly epidemics. | 

There are pins all over the map 
of Brazil, along the coast and up 
the winding path of the Amazon. 
There are others all the way from 
Buenos Aires to Quebec and from 
Chile to Mexico. In the old world, 
they appear from the Belgian 
Congo to the British Isles and 
particularly on the Slave Coast of 
West Africa. 


Today there are some new pins 
on the map—In the Nubian moun- 
tains of the Anglo-Egyptian Su- 
dan in Central Africa. They mark 
the newest outbreak of yellow 
fever, and one that may be the 
most dangerous the world has 
ever known, threatening unpro- | 
tected millions in India, Malaya | 
and China. 

This new danger is being watch- | 
ed here in Brazil’s yellow fever 
laboratory, in which the Rocke-| 
feller Foundation is co-operating. | 
It is one of the brain-centers of | 
science’s war against the disease. | 

Scientists here are not under-| 
estimating the potential danger of 
this newest outbreak in Africa. 
“Until now,” they say, “yellow 
fever in Africa has been pretty 
much restricted to the western 
half of the continent. But now 
it is appearing to the east, over 
toward the Red sea. The able and 
well-organized’ British Colonial 
Medical Service is fighting it 
there, but if it ever breaks loose, | 
there appears to be nothing to 
keep it out of every country from 
India to China.” | 

Needs Carriers. | 

Yellow fever doesn’t travel by 
itself. It usually travels. in the 
bloodstream of a patient who is 
just getting sick, but is still well 
enough to move. If a bit of his 
blood, containing the deadly yel-| 
low fever virus, is sucked up by 
‘certain mosquitoes, the virus can| 
be passed on to some healthy per- 
son. : 

A British officer might catch 
yellow fever before he steps on a 
plane to be rushed to India. By) 
the time he knows he’s sick, he 
may have reached India and have 
been bitten by dozens of! Indian 
mosquitoes. Each of those insects | 
is then able to infect other peo-'§ 
ple in India—and there’s your epi-| 
demic. 

All the way from Africa to 
China and even on down to Aus- 
tralia, stegomyia mosquitoes breed 
in abundance—and stegomyias are 
the ones which can transmit yel- 
low fever. | 

Protection Possible. | 

Theoretically, it would be pos- 
sible to protect the Oriertt against 
such a catastrophe. All new ar- 
rivals from infected areas could) 
be held in quarantine for a week... 
Everybody who travels by plane, 
could be vaccinated, and great) 
vaccination campaigns could be or- 
ganized. Stegomyia mosquitoes 
could be eradicated, as they have 
been in most of Brazil. 

But under actual conditions— 
particularly under war conditions, 
with the rapid movement of troops 
—this protection does not appear 
likely. Troops are being moved 
entirely too fast; there _ isn’t 
enough yellow fever vaccine in the 
Orient, and there are no labora- 
tories set up for making it there. 

Vaccine could be rushed to’ 
China and India by plane from; 
present manufacturing centers in’ 
Brazil, ‘Colombia or the United | 
States, but that would take at least’ 
a week—and in a week, yellow | 
gy could spread ne 
ar. 

There is every likelihood that 
British medical men will be able 
to restrict the current outbreak | 
in the Sudan. Even though it al-| 
ready has attacked thousands and 
killed hundreds, it may be kept! 
from spreading into Asia.

(Robert St. John, Associated 
Press war correspondent who 
was wounded in the leg by ma- 
chinegun bullets during the Ger- 
man invasion of Greece and 
Yugoslavia and now is en route 
home, wrote the following ac- 
count of German Fifth Column 
activities in Crete. St. John 


witnessed the German advance 
into the Balkans beginning with 
their entrance into Rumania. 
He was among American news- 
papermen removed from Greece 
to Egypt by the British navy.) 


By ROBERT ST. JOHN. 
CAPETOWN, Union of South 
Africa, May 30.—(4)—Hundreds 
of German undercover agents, 
aided by Greek traitors, laid the 
groundwork for the fantastic Nazi 
air invasion of Crete. 


They were the same men—and | 


women—who seeped into Greece | 


while Germany was remaining | 


theoretically aloof from the 
Greek-Italian war, and they spent 
the winter in an elaborate espio- 
nage, sabotage and boring-from- 
within campaign. 

They did their job so well that 


when Germany attacked Greece | 
and the collapse of the Greek | 
army appeared certain they re-| 


ceived orders to get to Crete sur- 
reptitiously but as quickly as pos- 
sible, 

Started in April. 

Some started in the early days 
of April—as soon as the Germans 
began moving out of Bulgaria. The 
last of them got to Crete by the 
time the Germans had finished oc- 
cupying the Peloponnesos. 

A few of them actually got 
away from the Greek mainland 
with British convoys in the final] 
evacuation operation. 

For the last month they have 
been circulating freely around 
Crete in the guise of refugees 
whilt surveying the long island, 
preparing the groundwork for the 
Nazi invasion and keeping com- 
munication with Berlin by short- 
wave wireless. 

One night on Crete I -heard a 
burst of rifle fire in the hills. 

“Just rounding up some more 
‘refugees,’ a British officer ex- 
plained casually. 

He said several radio sending 
sets already had been confiscated 
and a considerable number of 
German agents rounded up, but 
expressed grave concern over the 
impossibility of completely “mop- 
ping up” the island. 

Dangerous Situation. 

“We know this espionage is cre- 
ating a dangerous situation,” he 
said. “We know we are in for a 
hot time here sooner or later.”

Dog Rumors 
Denied Again

Animals May Not Be Ob-| 


tained With Match- 
Book Covers.

NEW YORK, May 29.—A cruel, | 
particularly heartless rumor,| 


which has been killed and buried 
many times, but always somehow 
is let out of its grave, is on the 
prowl again through the country, 
and this dispatch is intended as a 
warning against it. 


The rumor relates to blind peo- | 
“ple being able to get a “seeing | 


| 


eye’ dog for themselves by col-. 


lecting paper matchbook covers. 
The amount to be collected varies 
from 5.000 to 100,000 in the rumor. 

Henry A. Colgate, president of 


_ the Seeing Eye, Inc., state that 


there is no truth to the rumor and 
that the only way to get a “seeing 


eye’ dog is to apply in writing, | 
fill out the application blanks, sub- | 
mit to an investigation, live for a/| 


month at Morristown, N. J., to 
learn how to use the dog, and pay 
$150. 

Still Illusive. 

As an example of a rumor that 
refuses to die, this one is inter- 
esting. Numerous people have 
been trying for four years to track 
down its source and expose it, but 
the nearest they have come to the 
truth yet is a suspicion. An ad- 


vertising firm once made a propo- | 
sition to test the distribution of | 


ads of match-covers by inducing 
the blind to collect them in their 
home localities with the price of 
a “seeing eye’ dog as a. reward. 


The proposition was rejected im-| 
mediately and, as far as can be 


learned, no further attempts were 
made in that direction, but the 
rumor persists. 

It cropped up first in Philadel- 
phia, in 1936, when a blind man 
walked into -a “seeing eye” office, 
carrying 25,000 match-covers he 


had collected with great effort and | 


asked for a dog. The newspapers 
there were given the story in an 
effort to spare heartbreak to any 
other blind people who might have 
been tempted to engage in simi- 
lar vain efforts. 

Rumor Killed. 

The next outbreak occurred in 
Georgia, and when the rumor was 
killed there it cropped up again 
in the Philadelphia area, covering 
southern New Jersey and eastern 
Pennsylvania. This time it was 
more virulent than ever. Cam- 
paigns were started to collect 
match covers for the blind, and 
fire and police departments of nu- 
merous communities offered their 
aid in the spurious project. 

Since then, despite letters to all 
Chambers of Commerce and Bet- 
ter Business Bureaus, as well as 
to newspapers and radio stations, 
the rumor has cropped up at some 
time or other in every locality in 
the United States with the excep- 
tion of Texas and Arkansas. 

Mr. Colgate declared that, since 
the number of trained dogs avail- 
able is limited, they can be given 


only to those who will benefit most | 


by them. The cost of one of these 
dogs completely trained is about 
$1,000. The fee of $150 is charged 
in order to make the blind per- 


son feel he is paying his way. 


The number of dogs to be 
trained this year at Morristown 
has been stepped up to 150 and is 
expected to rise next year to 175 
—which is far from enough to fill 
the demand.

‘Cross Between Canadian, 
Kentucky Blue Grass 
Promising.

| STATE COLLEGE, Pa., May 29. 


A new blue grass, which prom-| 


ises green pastures in much of the 
northeastern United States and 
southern Canada well into the 
autumn, has been developed at 
the United States pasture labo- 
ratory here. 

It is a cross between Kentucky 
and Canada blue grass, which to- 
gether constitute the chief forage 
grass of North America east of 


Carolina. 


| This grass was imported from 
‘Europe by some of the first set- 
tlers. Together with Timothy, an- 
other importation, it killed out the

tures late in July and August and 
even to tint the spring country- 
side with a more vivid green hue. 

Both the Kentucky and Canada 
grass, he says, are very “‘stemmy.” 
The new grass has little stem and 
runs mostly to leaves, which are 
the chief constituent of forage. It 
seeds better than Canada blue 
grass, but not as well as the Ken- 
tucky variety, according to Dr. 
Brittingham. Tests thus far have 
been chiefly in the greenhouse, 
but the new grass promises to be 
hardy and to grow well in most 
of the territory covered by its two 
progenitors. 

Has Spreading Quality. 

Efforts to cross the two in the 

past usually have met with failure, 


‘although there have been one or 


two apparent crosses, none of very 


‘much value. 


Perhaps the most valuable char- 


scribed by Dr. Brittingham in a 


‘report to the American Genetic 
‘Association, is its good spreading 


quality—that is, the ability to 
force out less desirable grasses 
once it is given a start. This prob- 
ably includes the eventual elimi- 
nation of its two parents, although 
a long time would be required.

Coffee Beans 


Brazil Bets $5,000.000 
on Claim of U. S. In- 


ventor., 


SAO PAULO, Brazil, May 29. — 
(NANA)—The Brazillian govern- 
ment is willing to bet $5,000,000 on 
a young American who claims 


‘waste coffee beans can be turned 


into ash trays, table tops, radio 
cabinets, and toothbrush holders. 

Brazil has the money. It has the 
coffee—250,000 tons of it a year, 
now being burned under govern- 
ment supervision to protect the 
world coffee market. 

Herbert S. Polin, New York in- 
ventor, claims this colossal amount 
of waste can be turned into the 
most inexpensive synthetic plastic 
the world has ever known. Its cost 
will be so low that it can be used 
not only for small gadgets, like 
ash trays, but for furniture, floor- 
ing materials and walls. 

Brazil has seized his idea and 
his first few samples, and gone 
wildly enthusiastic. People on the 
streets here are talking about the 
day when complete houses will be 
built of this new plastic, when 
men and women will be dressed 


‘in plastie clothes, and ordinary 


‘silk and cotton and wool will be 
‘out of date.

| Costing $250,000, this pilot plant 
is geared to take in 14 tons of 
green coffee beans a day and turn 
‘out nearly nine tons of cafelite. 
Commercial Scale. 

“With our process on a real 
‘commercial scale,” Polin added, 
'“‘we will be able to handle 1,000 
‘tons of coffee beans daily and pro- 
duce 250,000 tons of cafelite a 
year.” 

In addition, the process is ex- 
pected to yicld 3,500 tons of pure 
| caffeine yearly, destined for use 
(‘in medicine and in hundreds of 
| different “cola” drinks throughout 
the world. Other by-products will 
'be coffee oils and waxes, and in- 
‘flammable gases which can be 
‘used as fuel. 
| “If we can’t find a market for 
all that plastic,” the inventor said, 
'“we can make a few changes in 
| the procedure and turn some of 
ithe coffee into furfural for refin- 
ing petroleum and cellulose for the

In summer, groups go to live 
with the farmers and help them 
with harvesting. They edit papers 
for the community. They teach 
the peasants, and so fight illit- 
eracy. They conduct drives for 


winter garments for the soldiers, | 


and the girl students help in sew- 
ing and knitting. This is all done 
in a spirit of good fellowship. A 
close brotherhood between the 
“intellectuals” and the plain pec- 
ple has come into being. 

A perfect example of this is 
found in the medical students, who 
work part-time in the laboratories 
with their professors, and part- 
time in hospitals. In whatever 
community students find them- 
selves, they try their best to help 
others. 


Engineers, Chemists Needed. 


On the more permanent and 
constructive side, they work on 
various subjects so they will leave 
school as useful citizens and ready 
to work. The government needs 
all kinds of engineers and chem- 
ists and men in specialized fields 
of industry. Since the war, 14 
new colleges of engineering have 
been opened. 

Among the students, there has 
been a change of interest, and 
those engaged in technical fields 
now outnumber those studying the 
arts. In 1939, there were 22,000 
engaged in the study of applied 
science. Intermediate schools for 
skilled mechanics in all fields, fit- 
ters and draftsmen, have been es- 
tablished, as they are as necessary 
as the engineers. 

Other schools are giving six 
months’ training to workers and 
apprentices. To enable the en- 
gineers to gain experience, a plan 
is on foot for third and fourth- 
year students to give part of their 
time in extra work in various 
industrial enterprises. Thus the

Contenders in Annual 
Contest Train Like 
Boxers.

CAT CAY, Bahamas, May 29.— 
The rich man’s fishing tournament 
is no sport for a softie. 


That's why serious contenders 
already went in training, like box- 
ers, for the third annual Cat Cay 
tuna tournament—being held this 


year from May 27 through June 7. | 


A tug-of-war with a 600-pound 
bluefin tuna calls for muscle, grit 
and skill. It’s expansive fun, too, 
but the thrills-per-dollar average 
high. 


Contestants are rubbing shoul- | 
ders this year with the Duke and | 


Duchess of Windsor, who came 
from Nassau for the event. The 
Duke, now Governor of the Ba- 


hamas, is honorary chairman of 


judges. 
Lean Tuna Spotted. 

For two or three weeks every 
spring a horde of lean, fit tuna 
passes through a narrow strip of 
Gulf stream and reef waters along 
the western edge of the great Ba- 
hama bank. They are headed 
’ northward toward lush 


England coasts, where swarms of 
little fish are to be found. 

The migrating tuna does not 
veer from the course to search for 
food, but will strike any tempting 
object dangling ‘in 
opening the way for a sport that 
compares to ordinary fishing as 
bear hunting compares to rabbit 
hunting. | 

Early every morning during the 
12-day contest. the waters 
scouted by airplane or boat. If 
tuna are plentitful, the signal is 
given at 9:30 a. m. that a toturna- 
ment fishing day has _§ started. 
There are four such tournament 
days, each lasting from 9:30 until 
5 p. m. : 

Aboard for “Tuna Lane.” 

Hop aboard one of the luxuri- 
ous, speedy, fishing cruisers for a 
competitive excursion 
Lane.”’ 

In the sturdy fisherman’s seat is 
a contestant—the rule is one to a 
boat. 

A referee is on hand. The boat’s 
skipper, wise in the ways of tuna 
fish, and members of a small crew

across the starting line, trying to 
beat the 35 or 40 other boats to 
the fishing grounds. '

Swims Northward. 
| As always, the school is swim- 
ming northward at a speed esti- 
mated from 10 to 20 miles an hour. 
The boat is turned northward 
and races ahead of the fish. 


Out comes the lure—a feathered 
jigg, strips of cut bait or even a 
‘festoon of bright-colored drinking 
straws. The line varies in strength 
‘up to 54-thread, with a wet break- 
ing point of 162 pounds. Prizes are 


are awarded on a basis of pounds 


of fish per thread of line. 

| The tuna ordinarily will 
‘Strike an object moving in the 
direction the fish is traveling, so 
‘the boat zig-zags ahead of 
school—dragging the lure 
| the .path. 

| There’s a strike! 

The angler’s quick jerk “sets” 
the hook firmly in the _ tuna’s 
mouth. Startled, the big fish darts 
away—then sounds, dives for the 
bottom. - 
| The contestants is on his own, 
|except for the help the skipper 
can give by maneuvering the boat. 
Time counts. The quicker the fish 
is boated, the better the chance of 
hooking another, perhaps a larger 
one. The danger of sharks is les- 
sened by a quick job. 

Pressure Fatal. 

Sometimes the frightened fish 
sounds so deep that the water 
pressure is fatal. Then the angler 
must haul a dead weight, much 
heavier than the line is: tested to 
hold, to the surface. 

Here the experienced fisherman 
enlists the help of the rolling sea. 
He takes up slack quickly as the 
boat settles in the trough, and 
‘holds fast while the next swell 
lifts the boat, and the fish. 

Sometimes the boat can be run 
into shallow water where the tuna 
cannot sound, and the ffish is 
fought until it can be brought to 
gaff. 

Sharks — vicious sea _ tigers 
weighing up to 1,000 pounds—oft- 
-en rob the fisherman of his game. 


|The weakened, tired tuna hecomes 


easy prey. A mutilated fish is not 
considered in prize awards, and 
sometimes the shark’s work is so 
thorough that the catch resembles 
a Christmas turkey on New Year's 
Eve.
